G. Dun & Co.'s Weealy Review of the 
Condition of Trade Throughout the 
Country—Rusiness Generally Activo, 
Money in Ample Supply and Collections 
Satisfactory—A Better Feeling in the 
South Caused by a Slight Advance in 
Cotton—Basiness Failures, Etc. 


New York, Oct. 1.—R. G. Dun & 
Co.’s weekly reviéw of trade says: 


Business continues largor than ever at this 
time of the year, and the commercial sky is 
without acloud. While the season brings the 
usual shrinkage in distribution of textile goods 
the mills are nevertheless crowded with or- 
ders, and the demand for the products of 
and steel and leather has improved, Mou 
in ample supply and collections have - 
rarely been more generally satisfactory 
that the demand for commercial loans is ® 
usually light for the season. The ou 
money from western conters for purch 
the country is larger than usual, and yot 
isno embarrassment. Crop reports are 
formally favorable and the promise is 
tiuctly better than it was a few weeks ago. 
the south trade is nevertheless much en 
aged by some advance in the price of cotton, 
and is therefore more active. In general, bmal- 
ness is not only large and remarkably healfhy, 
but the outlook for the coming montis is 
everywhere regarded with the utmost confi- 
dence. i 

At Boston dry goods are active, and the niills 
very busy with the demand, such, in some 
lines, that they cannot proiuce goods fast 
enough. Collections are excellent, and all pec: 
tions seem to have money enough for payment 
of bills. The boot and shoe trade is very satis- 
factory. 5 

At Philadelphia iron improves with large 
sales, and hardware, recently quiet, is pow 
more active. The liquor and tobacco trades 
are busy, and also the mamitacture of cigars. 
The jewelry tradeimproves with trade ig oil 
and naval stores. Dry goods are moving 
steadily, andtradein groceries and glassware 
is very busy. Iron is in better demand at 
Pittsburg, and the glass business good. At 
Cleveland trade is improviog and largor than 
last yoar, and at Cincinaati the clothing 
trade is better than previcas years, though a 
slight decline is seen at the south, for thse 
western trade largely exceeds previeus rec- 
ords. # 

Chicago reports merchandise sales greater 
than last year, the harvest progressing well, 
money active, with much largar outgoes to the 
interior than last year, and all conditions favor- 
able. Receipts of products show increase in 
everything except rye, moderate in flour, pork, 
cheese, wool and hides, a quarter in barley, 
seed, hogs and sheep, two-thirds in butter, 
twofold in dressed beef, cured meats, lard and 
broomcorn, and threefold in wheat, corn and 
oats. . 

At St. Louis business fs distinctly botter in 
dry goods, shoes, hats and railway eupplies, 
and collections prompt. At St. Paul business 
is larger than a year ago. at Omaha very activa, 
with increase over last year in many lines, At 
Kansas City good. Business at Denver is 
moderate, the weather being warm and collec- 
tions slow. At the south generally improving, 
though caution prevails at Memphis. Batter 
prices for cotton bring larger trade at Mont- 
gomery, and though business is on thir at 
Now Orleans, sugar is strong and active and 
money in good demand. 

Speculation in breadstuffs is lower with 
small transactions. Wheat and oats are nearly 
a cent, and corn 13g centlower, and receipts of 
wheat at western pointe have been 6,512,695 
bushels in four days, against exports of only 
650,116 bushe!s. Speculation in cotton has been. 
enormous, sales reaching 1,860,000 bales, with 
an advance of a quarter during the week, in 
spite of better receipts and more favorable 
crop reports. Pork products are higher, pork 
75 cent per barrel, lard 55 and hogs 25 cents per 
100 pounds. Coffee is an eighth stronger, but 
oil about two cents lower. Western receipts 
of cattle are 175,00) head, against 145,000 the 
same week last year. Coal is moreactive, but 
at cut rates, deliveries having been this month 
at May prices, and agents decline to make au- 
other nominal advance. 

The Hebrew holidays cause the usual! de- 
crease in sales of textile goods, the cholera 
scare has diverted many buyers from New 
York, and itis between seasons for woolens, 
but dealings are still large. The outlook in 
woolens is excellent, and sales of woo] improve 
here and at Philadelphia, where the consump- 
tion is groater thanin any other year, though 
some concessions on territories and Ohio delaine 
are seen at Boston. At the three markets 233,- 
000,000 pounds have been sold this year against 
189,000,000 last year to date. Cottons are less 
active and some ginghams a shade lower. 
Trade in knit goods is hesitating and 
production a little below last yeara’, 
but stocks of woolens are small, and 
trade in carpets is active. Boot and shos works 
are pressod to meet their orders and the ship- 
ments from Boston for the year thus far show 
an increase of 6.8 per sent. over last years, and 
46.8 per cent. over those of ten yerrs ago. 
Large sales of pig iron are reported, especially 
at Cincinnati, and some atvance in prices is ex- 
pected. All works making structural iron are 
very busy and the outlook improving, though 
bar iron jis still weak. Copper is unchanged at 
cne-fourteenth cents, tia hesitating at 2.28 
and lead dullat 4.7019. Though exports from 
New York for four wesks have been 22 per cent. 
smaller in value thana year ago, they excred 
last week. Foreign exchanges has risen slight- 
ly, and money has advanced to 5per cent., but 
no anxiety is felt, and stocks are a shads 
stronger than a week ago. The treasury has 
paid out $800,0.0 more notes against as much 
more silver added, and has taken in $2,000,000 
more gold during the week, but the demand 
for money at the west and south continues 
smaller than usual.

Synopsis of the Monthly Report from the 

Memphis District—The Condition and 

Probable Yield of the Staple Not Im- 

proved Since Last Report—Cool Weather 

orn Damaging Effect in Some Sec- 
ous.

lar moxthly cotton report for the Mem- 


phis district, which embraces west Ten- 
nesse, north Mississippi, north Arkan- 
sas and north Alabama, published by 
Hill, Fontaine & Co., says: 


The weather during Ssptomber bas, in the 
main, been favorable for cotton, but for the en- 
tire season 26) out of the total of 358 of our cor- 
respondents report it less favorable than last 
year. The cool spell that prevailed about two 
weeks ago had a damaging effect, and, followed 
as it was by warm weather, caused heavy sh2d- 
ding of bolls. There is general complaint 
throughout the district of poor fruiting and of 
damage to the crop from boll- worms, rust and 
shedding. The worms are reported principally 
in Arkansas. 

Picking has commenced in every state, but 
will not be general! throughout tha district until 
October 10. The season on an average is twenty 
days later than last season, and serious damige 
would result from a frost earlier than common. 
The prospective yield as compared with last 
year indicates a decrease of 2514 per cent., as 
oliows: Mississippi, 2644 por cent. decrease; 
Arkansas, 2523 per cent. decrerse; Alabama, 25 
per cent. decreas:; Tennossee, 2449 per cont. 
decrease. The average date of killing frosts in 
this district is October 25, and ths estimated 
yield as given above is based on the belief that 
the seasons will continue favorable.

He Loved His Wife Better than Princcly 
Status, and Suffered Ostracism for Thir- 
ty-Five Years—Victory Comes at Last.

A SLICK SCHEME. 


Covington and Cincinnatl Street Railway 
Conductors who Kept Up Big Blocks 
of Bullding and Loan Stock on Begegar- 
ly Salarles—How They Managed It Fin- 
ally Discoved After Some Sharp Detec- 
tive Work. 

CINCINNATI, Oct. 3.—A few weeks 
ago the Cincinnati & Covington Street 
Railway Co. reduced the fare from ten 
to seven cents, and travel was greatly 
increased, but strangely enough the 
revenue was largely decreased. The 
company employed Detective E. A. 
Miller, of Cleveland, to discover the 
cause, if possible. Miller came here 
and began runningacar. He was af- 
fable and soon had a staunch friend in 
every conductor on the road. One 
night about a week ago when he had 
made his last trip a conductor said to 
him: 

“Are you short to-night?” 

“Yes,” said Miller. 

The conductor then handed Miller a 
lot of punched tickets. He took them 
to his room and made a careful exam- 
ination of them. He found that one of 
them had been scorchedg He at once 
inquired from headquarters what was 
done with punched tickets after they 
were returned by the conductors, and 
was informed that they were placed in 
a sack and burned in the power house 
furnace. He watched the operation 
from a place of secrecy and the leak 
was discovered. A clerk threw a large 
sack of punched tickets on the edge of 
the fire and left the room. The fireman 
hastily took upa rake and withdrew 
the bag of tickets, stamping out the 
fire. These tiskets were sold to the 
conductors, 100 for §2. The company 
then tried several plans to catch the 
conductors who were using them, and 
were at last successful in locating six 
of them, and estimate that the amount 
of money stolen will range anywhere 
from $59,000 to #100,000, and say the 
stealings have been going on for five 
years. One conductor, ona salary of 
$12 a week, has been carrying twenty- 
five shares in a building association. 
The scheme was a new one and hard to 
detect. 








ARMY MOVEMENTS. 


United States Troops Ordered to New 
York and Chicago to Participate in the 
Ceremonies Attending the Columbus 
Celebration and the Dedication of the 
Word's Fair Buildings. 

Wasnineton, Oct. 3.--An order has 
been issued at the war department di- 
recting Gen. Howard, commanding the 
department of the east, to concentrate 
troops in New York city on the 2Ist 
inst., to participate in the Columbus 
celebration there on that date. Troops 
will be sent from Fort Porter, Fort 
Ontario, Plattsburg barracks, and 
all posts in New York harbor. The 
superintendent of the West Point mili- 
tary academy has been directed to 
send the cadet corps of the academy 
and a battalion of engineers. The 
four troops of the Seventh cavalry, 
stationed at Ft. Meyer, Va., were to 
have attended, but Gen. Schofield de- 
cided to omit therm on account of the 
unusual number of sick at this point. 
The troops ordered to New York will 
aggregate several thousands, and will 
bea fair representation of the United 
States army. 

The war department has also decided 
tohave the army well represented at 
the dedication of the World’s fair 
buildings at Chicago, and Gen. Miles, 
commanding the department of the 
Missouri, has been instructed to have 
troops there on the 2!st and 22d in- 
stant. The troops that will take part 
in the ceremonies at Chicago will con- 
sist of the cavalry and mfantry from 
posts in the department of the 
Piatte and Dakota; cavalry and artillery 
from Fort Riley, Kas., Fort Reno, I. 
T., Forts Omaha, Robinson, Niobrara, 
Neb., and Fort Custer, Mont., ag- 
gregating nearly 3,000 men, who, with 
the troops of Fort Wayne, Mich., and 
Fort Sheridan, Il., will make a hand- 
some display. The cavalry and artillery 
will take their own horses and equip- 
ments. 

Troops B and K, Seventh cavalry, 
from Fort Riley, will probably re- 
main at Fort Sheridan permanently, as 
quarters there have been completed 
and it was the intention of the depart- 
ment to make the transfer as soon as 
quarters were provided. 


THE BATTLE WON. 


The Fight of the Health Officers at New 
York with the Advancing Cholera Host 
Apparently Crowned with Suaccess—No 
New Cases Developing and the Sick at 
Quarantine All Getting Well. 
QUARANTINE, Staten Island, Oct. 3.— 

Dr. Jenkins visited the Bohemia and 

Hoffman island yesterday and when he 

returned last evening he stated that 

everything was in good shape in the 
lower bay. No new cases of cholera 

had appeared, and he said that he did 

not expect any among the passengers 

now detained, as it was now five days 
since the last cases were discovered. 

All but two or three people who are 

sick with measles have been removed 

from the Bohemia and the ship was dis- 
infected yesterday. There are only 
three cholera patients in the hospital 

on Swinburne island, and they are in a 

fair way of recovery.! 

Dr. Jenkins and his assistants now 
consider the end in sight, and are jubi- 
lant over the success of their efforts 
for the past four weeks. The Polaria, 
Gothia, Moravia, Nevada, Slavonia, 
Massilia and Indiana are still off the 
upper quarantine station, but all are 
well on these ships and most of them 
will be released within a few days.

Cotton in the Memphis District. 

Hill, Fontaine & Co., in their circular 
for September, covering the Memphis 
(Tenn.) district, say: 
The season on an average is twenty days Jater 
than last season, and serious damage would ra- 
sult from a frost earlier than common. The 
prospective yiel!l,as compared with last year, 
indicates a decrease of 2515 per cent., as follows: 
Mississippi, 2614 per cent. decrease; Arkansas, 
2523 per cent. decrease; Alabama, 25 per ceut. 
lecreass; Tennessee, 24'o per cent. decrease. 
The average date of killing frosts in this dis- 
trict is October 25, and the estimated yield as 
given above is based on the belief that ths 
season will continue favorable. A frost earlier 
than the average date would materially reduce 
the prospective yield. 





Millsaps College. 

Millsaps college, Jackson, Miss., was 
formally opened for the first time the 
other day in the presence ofa larze 
audience. Dr. W. E. Murray, its presi- 
dent, and Maj. R. W. Millsaps, who 
contributed $65,000 to the endowment 
fund, were among the number who 
made speeches. The school is under 
the auspices of the Methodist denomi+ 
nation, and opens with bright pres- 
pects. It has an ‘endowment fund «of 
$100,000. 


An Attack All Along the Line. 
In St. Louis the Presbyterian, Meth- 
odist, Reformed Episcopal, Baptist, 
Christian, Lutheran and Congrega- 
tionat churches are in fayor of nnited 
evangelistic work in the city. It has 
been recommended that the date for 
beginning the work be fixed wpon Jan- 
uary 1, 1893, and that union services 
continue at least one month; that the 
plan of work be to hold a daily central 
mecting in the morning of each day 
where all the workers can meet. 





Must Pay Its Tax. 

Judge Seymour of the North Carolina 
supreme court has filed a decision that 
the Seaboard & Roanoke Railroad Co. 
pay the state an annual tax of twenty 
cents per share for twenty-seven years, 
from 1865 to date. This road has never 
paid tax, claiming immunity under its 
charter, and appeals to the United 
States supreme court. 


A North Carolina Law Sustained. 

In the federal court at Raleigh, N. C., 
a decision was handed down by Judie 
Seymour that the tax of twenty-five 
cents per ton on commercial fertilizers 
brought into the state, is legal and is 
not in violation of the inter-state coin- 
merce law; that it is to cover expenses 
of inspection, which is necessary for the 
protection of buyers. 


New Wool at San Angelo. 

Two hundred bags of wool was sold at 
San Angelo, Tex., the other day. The 
terms were private, but it is understood 
the prices were from 13 tol6cents. Be- 
tween 5,000,000 and 6,000,000 pounds of 
wool is marketed in San Angelo annu- 
ally, which places her at the front as 
the chief wool market in the United 
States.

ATLANTA. Oct. 7.—The election is over 
and Northen is elected over Peek, 
People’s party candidate, by a majority 
of over 76,000 votes.

All over Georgia the election passed off 
quietly and the returns given, indicate 
that this state still stands solidly Demo- 
cratic. 

Indecd the most sanguine of the party 
did not claiin a majority of over 40,000 
to 50,000 for Governor Northen. The 
excess is, in part, accounted for by the 
fact that a large negro vote all over the 
state was polled for the Democratic 
governor, who has become exceedingly 
popular with that race. 

The following counties have elected 
People’s party representatives: Colum- 
bia, Forsyth, Glaseock, Lincoln, Mc af- 
fie, Oconee, Talliaferro, Warren and 
Washington. 

Camden, Fannin, Liberty and McIn- 
tosh send Republican representatives. 

All of the other counties in the state 
have elected Democratic representatives, 
and out of forty-four senatorial districts 
all but two—the nineteenth and the 
twenty-ninth—have elected the Demo- 
cratic nominees.

PLATT’S STRONG SPEECH. 


The New York Leader Opens the 
Campaign in That State. 


Eulogistic Words for President Harrison 
—Dems Jratic Men and Methods Hu- 
morously Handled—Leading 
Issues Discussed. 





At a mass meeting of the republicans 
of New York city, at Cooper Institute, 
on September 28, Ex-Senator Thomas 
C. Platt spoke upon the principal issues 
of the presidential campaign, declaring 
himself as strongly in favor of Presi- 
dent Harrison and his administration. 
Amid frequent interruptions by laugh- 
ter and applause he said: 

“Our friends, the enemy, and our enemies 
claiming to be friends have manifested much 
anxiety over the lively contest which took 
piace at the last national convention between 
the friends of the different aspirants for the 
presidential nomination. Only two conventions 
have occurred since the republic was founded in 
which the fiercest strife has not been en- 
gendcred, and those were the conventions 
which nominated for the second time the father 
of his country, George Washington, and the 
savior of his country, Ulysses S. Grant. It 
should be so. It is right. The high office of 
president of this great republic should be the 
crowning reward of a noble ambition; this re- 
ward for disiinguished service and a successful 
public life: the great seal of a nation’s trust 
and the recognition of its tried and faithful 
servanis. The republicans who supported the 
different candidates at Minneapolis have noth- 
ing for which to apologize. Any one of them is 
qualified to rule this nation in the darkest hour 
of trial or in the golden day of its prosperity. 
“But a majority of the convention decided 
that he who four years ago rescued the nation 
from democratic misrule, who during the 
years of the incumbency had so faithfully borne 
the republican standard, and whose administra- 
tion had so signally promoted national pros- 
perity, should lead us again to victory, and Ben- 
jamin Harrison, of Indiana, became the re- 
publican nominee. 

“He stands to-day as the representative of the 
grand old republican party, the bearer of the 
flag of pretection, reciprocity and honest money, 
and as such, regardless of former preferences, 
we pledge him a united party with unwavering 
loyalty and faith, and from this moment we 
march forward till November 8 a solid phalanx, 
bearing banners illumed with the inspiring in- 
scription: ‘Harrison, Reid and victory.’ 

“The democratic party can boast of two hon- 
est and consistent statesmen, ‘Larry’ O'Neil, of 
Ohio, and Henry Watterson, of Kentucky. 
They, like John the Baptist of old. have pre- 
pared the way for us and made success straight. 
Despite the frantic efforts of Mr. Cleveland and 
Senator Hill the democratic party cannot go 
into this campaign under the lying banner ot 
‘tariff reform.’ The democratic convention at 
Chicago would have no such milk and water 
principles, so it denounced the McKinley tariff 
as a cheat and a fraud, denied the government 
the right to protect the workingman, threw the 
plank of tariff reform overboard to the fishes 
and substituted another plank sawed cut long 
ago by the late Samuel Tilden, viz.: ‘Tariff for 
revenue only.’ On that plank the republican 
party joins issue with the democracy. There 
publican party believes that the most sacred 
function of government is the protection of the 
workingman, and that the noblest work to 
which any party can devote itself is in the 
building up and fostering of those great indus- 
tries by which the progress and prosperity of 
the nation are assured. 

“Mr. Cleveland and Mr. Hill both agree in de- 
claring that protection is a cheat, but neither 
of them dares indorse absolute free trade, so 
they are both compelled to repudiate the plat- 
form and to straddle the issue. They practi- 
cally declare that we cannot afford labor full 
protection, but may give it just a little. 

“In his letter of acceptance Mr. Cleveland 
has heen forced to wrestle with a condition, not 
a@ theory—viz., that he has undertaken to spit 
upon the platform and to expect to rate as a 
consistent democrat. There are other condi- 
tions thatare not theories to which he neg- 
lected to address himself. For instance, one of 
the vital questions which cannot be ignored, 
and whichis deeply agitating the democracy 
‘machine politician’ of the state and the nation, 
is whether itis ordained that the mugwump | 
tail shall wag the democratic dog. This issue | 
is said to have been defined at a dinner where 
the mugwump was excluded, and in favor of the 
machine, but the great democratic masses at 
this moment have no reliable information on 
this momentous question. 

“Again, he overlooked that embarrassing con- 
dition which was embodied in the recent report 
of that excellent democratic official known as 
the commissioner of statistics of labor. He 
should have definitely settled the question 
whether Peck should be crucified to appease 
the wrath of the free trade mugwumps, and 
thus be put on the list of martyrs to the holy 
cause of protection; also that other burning 
questions—whether the tariff should be made a 
local issue, and Peck facts, Peck figures and 
Peck measures should be excluded from the 
canvass by the democratic courts. He has been 
driven to embrace the tariff ideas of his arch- 
enemy and to humiliatingly adopt the imaginary 
issue of the journalistic statesman who has 
stigmatized him as ‘a stuffed prophet.’ In the 
expressive language of that same democratic 
oracle: ‘The tariff part of Mr. Cleveland's let- 
ter is full of carefully considered maxims and is 
as elastic as caoutchouc.’ For the future the 
party of Andrew Jackson, John C. Calhoun, 
James Buchanan and David B. Hill may be 
considered as relieved from the necessity and 
trouble of holding national conventions. A self- 
constituted committee of all wise mugwumps 
can be relied upon to furnish the candidate, and 
their candidate will never fail to be a platform 
unto himself. The masses must be content if 
they sre still permitted to exercise their old 
prerogatives of voting early and often. 

“The republican party believes in honest 
money; no juggling with or debasing the na- 
tional currency. It wants a silver dollar the 
equal of a gold dollar and it wants a paper dol- 
lar backed by the honor of the republic. arepre 
sentative of value as precious as either silver 
or gold. In the darkest hour that this nation 
ever saw. when gold was worth 250, the repub- 
lican party, true to its principles, refused to 
compromise the nation’s honor by paying the 
interest on its public debt in greenbacks.

THE YELLOWSTONE SPRINGS. 


Changes in the Appearance of the Colored 
Terraces at the National Park. 

Visitors to the Yellowstone national 
park who return after an absence of a 
year or more are generally surprised 
by finding that many changes have oc- 
curred in the appearance of the 
colored terraces at the Mammoth hot 
springs. Indeed, such alterations occur 
sometimes in a period of a few weeks. 

The terraces consist of a series of 
basins, each set being a few feet lower 
than its predecessor, and the hot water 
from the springs at the top of the 
terraces flows from basin to basin, 
depositing its chalky sediment at the 
rims, where evaporation is most rapid, 
and thus slowly building them up. 

Whenever the flow of water con- 
tinues constant for a considerable 
time, the fluted edges and sides of the 
basins become beautifully colored. 

The variegated hues are mainly due 
to vegetable matter, and so if the flow 
of water ceases these bright colors 
rapidly fade, leaving the terraces milk 
white. In a little while the edges and 
valls of the dry basins begin to crum- 
ble, and the most beautiful forms dis- 
appear in white dust and chalklike 
fragments. 

One of the favorite terraces at the 
hot springs, called the Minerva ter- 
race, exhibits these changes in a 
marked degree, because of its con- 
spicuous position. 

Sometimes, owing to failure of the 
flow of water, the Minerva terrace 
parts with its splendid colors, and re- 
sembles a set of fluted basins carved 
out of snow-white marble. But when 
the water begins to run freely again 
the colors return with all their former 
vividness and beauty. i 

The changes in the flow of the water 
seem to depend, in part at least, upon 
conditions prevailing in the heated 
rocks underlying the wonderful ter- 
races.— Youth's Companion. 








A CHOCTAW TRADITION. 


The Iudian Idea of the Immortality of 
the Soul. 

From their earliest traditions the 
Choctaws have been taught to believe 
in a life after they leave this world. 
They believe that the spirit, the 
moment that it leaves the body, is com- 
pelled to travel a long distance to the 
west, until it arrives at an immense 
chasm, at the bottom of which flows a 
rapid, rocky, and dangerous 
stream.
